D: US 6584315 Bl (24 June 2003) 

D, which is considered to represent the closest prior art to the invention of claim 1, 
discloses a method of allocating a frame offset and a link in a base station, 
comprising the steps of: checking a link state; determining whether the link is being 
used or not; analyzing the method of allocating a communication channel; and selecting 
a link having less users (D, column 2, line 55 to column 3, line 11). The difference 
between claim 1 and D is the structure of the link database. However, it is obvious to 
a skilled person in the art that the items of the link database are necessary 
information to implement the method of Dl. Therefore, claim 1 lacks an inventive step. 
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
